He appealed to the 
Civil Service board and the board sus- 
tained the decision of. Commissioner 
Jackson. 
Captain Brown was given 


a hearing by Commissioner Jackson, 
shortly after the grand jury reported 
on the matter, but he dismissed the 
charges when two lottery men 'testi- 
fied that they had mistaken Corporal 
Conroy for Captain Brown.

The grand jury re-opened the case, 
taking testimony from J. H. Beguhl, 


-~«fa. former San Francisco lotteryman. 
Vollpwing the findings of the inquisi- 
torial body Commissioner Jackson was 
asked again to dismiss Captain Brown, 
with the result that he held a second 
hearing, the results of which were an- 
nounced today.

BXPI/AIXS STAND. 
Commissioner Jackson explained his ac- 
tion in tne following statement: 
Bv reason of the public interest in the 
charges presented to me by the Alameda 
county grand jury against Captain Thor- 
wald Brown, I held public hearings and 
have given the evidence presented before 
me most careful consideration. At these 
hearings District Attorney Hynes ap- 
peared on behalf of the grand jury and 
•was given every opportunity to substan- 
tiate the charges made. 
In us written communication to me< 
the grand jury charged Captain Brown 
•with having sold stock in the Co-opera- 
the Laud and Subdivision Oil Company 
to 
women of questionable character, 
gamblers and representatives of white 
lotteries. 
Nowhere in testimony given 
before the grand jury or at the first 
hearing before me, was there any evi- 
dence that Brown ever sold anv stock to 
women of questionable repute or1 to 
gamblers. There was testimony before 
the grand jury, given by Messrs. Lesser 
and Salomon, white lottery dealers of San 
Francisco, that Brown haa sold them 
stock. At the hearing before us. how- 
ever, both of these men identified Cor- 
poral Conroy as the man who sold them 
the stock and as the man they hnu 
thought was Captain Brown when tes- 
tifying before the grand jury. 
The case against Captain Brown at 
the first hearing before me absolutely 
fatted In connecting Captain Brown with 
selling to any persons-who were deni- 
zens of the underworld. Chinese or white 
gamblers, or white lottery dealers. After 
the first hearing before me, the grand 
jury again convened and heard the testi- 
mony of J. P. Beguhl, whom the grand 
jury and the district attorney claimed 
was a white lottery dealer in the year of 
1914. Said Beguhl was served with a sub- 
poena, to appear before me at the second 
hearing and refused to obey the sub- 
poena. I -^as therefore compelled to take 
the testimony as given by him before the 
grand jury, without any chance of Cap- 
tain Brown's attorney to s,ubj«ct him to 
cross-examination. I"rom this testimony 
it appears that Bejninl purchased stock 
in the Co-operative Land and Subdivision 
Oil Company some time in the year of 
1914, which was before I was elected to 
office and during the incumbency of Com- 
miBsioner Fred C. lurner. 


IN LOTTERY BUSINESS. 
Beguhl would not admit that he vis 
In the lottery business, but it appears 
that he Is now under indictment by the 
federal grand jury for using the United 
States mails in the lottery business. I am 
satisfied from the information elicited 
by the district attorney Tjefore the grand 
Jury that Beguhl was engaged in the lot- 
tery bui>inesc at the time he purchased 
- the said oil stock. 
All throush BegnH's testimony there 
was an evident uncertainty on his part 
as to whether or not Brown «as the man 
•who sold him the stock, and this, taken 
into consideration with the establisned 
fact that Lesser and Salomon mistook 
Conrov for Bro^n, causes me to believe 
that Beguhl also was mistaken, particif-

Precipitation Saves Big Wheat 


Crop in Many Sections and 
Greatly Aids Other Foodstuff 


California's Early Potato Yield 


Will Be Three Times That of 
Last Year; Status in States 


California's early potato-1 crop this 


year will be three times that of last 
year, according £o figures made public 
by the agricultural department. 
The 
crop this year is estimated at 2,347,000 
bushels., 
Taking tlje country as a whole, the 


department, estimates, the potato crop 
this year will show an increase of 25 
per 'cent as compared with last year's 
early crop- 
On the basis of present .crop condi- 


tions the department estimates the 
crop at 33,516,000 bushels against 
26.481,700 last year. Reports to the 
department show the early acreage 
this year will approach 282,000, an 
increase of 39,000 over last year. The 
condition of the crop on May 1 was 
86 per cent and the probable yield 
per acre is put at 119 bushels, against 
109 last year. 


Virginia, the great early potato pro- 
ducing'state, will grow this 3'ear about 
16,000,000 bushels.. , .

repulse of violent attacks on the Vau- 
clerc plateau. 


The Vauclerc was a bloody check to 


the Germans. Their troops were lit- 
erally thrown back to the starting 
point of the counter thrust. Prisoners 
captured were identified as belonging 
to four different German divisions- In- 
dicating that the enemy attack was 
by force of not less than sixty thou- 
sand men.

CAPTURE GERMANS. 


LONDON,"May 24.—In the battle of 


Arras, the British captured 
21,000 
prisoners from forty different German 
divisions (600,000 men), while they 
themselves lost only 3000 in captures 
by the enemy, General F. B. Maurice, 
director of operations, asserted today. 
He- said British losses in this fighting 
were SO por cent less than those suf- 
fered by the British in the Somme 
battle 


"The second phase of the Italian of- 


fensive from Gorizia to the sea Is pro- 
ceeding successfully." General Maurice 
declared. "So far 3000 prisoners have 
been taken by the Italians. If the 
British had not attacked on the west 
front the Italians would not have been, 
able to make their assault—instead, 
they would have been in grave danger 
of attack themselves."

PARIS, May 24.—The French destroyer Boutefeu was mined and 


sunk in a naval engagement between Austrian and French, British and 
Italian naval craft, according to an official statement today. 


Forty-two survivors of the Boutefeu ivere rescued. 
According to the version made public here, Austrian vessels at- 


tacked the French, British and Italian squadron. An enemy cruiser 
was observed to be in flames during the action. 


The destroyer Boutefeu was of 703 tons displacement and. meas- 


ured 252 feet in length by 25 feet beam. 8 She was rated at 31' knots 
speed and was of the 1910 type of oil burning ships, carrying two four- 
inch and four nine-pounder guns and four torpedo tubes.

The Boutefeu's complement was given as 81 men. In this event 


thirty-nine of her crew were probably lost in the vessefs destruction.

TRANSPORT SUNK. 


LONDON, May 24.—German sub- 


marines have exacted a staggering toll 
in the Meditteranean. News was re- 
ceived today of the destruction of two 
great ships in that zone with the loss 
of more than 450 lives. 


One of the lost ships—the Transyl- 
vania—was an army transpoa. She 
was sent to the bottom on May 4, it 
was officially announced by the ad- 
miralty.

ONCE ESCAPED DIVER. 


' NEW YORK, May 24.—The New 
York office of the Anchor line, owner 
of the steamer Transylvania, reported 
sunk by a submarine, have received 
no official reports on the sinking of 
the steamship, which, until May 7, 
1915, was one of the largest vessels 
in the trans-Atlantic service. On that 
date the Transylvania 
sailed 
from 


Ne\v York and since has been in the 
admiralty service. It is believed here 
that the liner was in use as a trans- 
port. 


The Transylvania was launched Sep- 
tember 3. 1914, and arrived in New 
York on her maiden trip on February 
6, 1915. 


In addition to being one of the 
largest 
liners in the trans-Atlantic 


service, the Transylvania was one of 
the fastest. 
Her speed enabled her 
to escape a U-boat during the early 
days of the war. The submarine at- 
tack occurred early in May, 1915, as 
the big liner was nearing Glasgow, 
convoyed by British men-of-war. The 
Periscope of the submarine was sight- 
ed and by steering- a zigzag course the 
Transylvania escaped. 


In December, 1914, two mines col- 


lided within a few yards of her bows 
while off Fastnet. 
The impact was 


felt on all of the decks and wild ex- 
cttement among the passengers en- 
sued. 


The Transylvania was armed. On 
her last \o;age to this port she car- 
ried heavy guns furnished by the Brit- 
ish admiralty. 


She was 548 feet long, with a 66- 
foot beam and a draft of 41 feet

Warren Waite at Sing Sing prison to- 
night, and the electric chair's deadly 
current will Jolt out his life in pay- 
ment ior the inuiuer ul hib v»iio's 
father and mother. 


X)r- Waite has been prepared for his 


end for months, declaring his readi- 
ness to expiate his sin by death. He 
spent todav writine verses and hum- 
ming songs in the belief ihat lie could 
enter "a. new world" at peace. 


Dr. Waite slept late and awoke 


cheerfully to face his last day in the 
death house and prepare for his walk 
down the curtained corridor to the 
death chair, at 11 o'clock tonight. 


After, a hearty breakfast, the still 


debonair dandv dabbled at his very 
weak 
poetry and read magazines. 


Calm and indifferent, outwardly at 
least, Waite never once referred to his 
approaching- death: nor "to his family. 
His mother is dying from grief at her 
home in Grand Rapids. His father 
died of a broken heart a month ago. 
His brother r.ank, his only 
loyal 


friend throughout, has turned snowy- 
haired In less than a y.ear over his 
brother's conduct. 


DIVORCED WIFE'S STAXD. 


A letter to a New York friend from 


Waite's divorced 
wife, Clara 
Peck 
Waite, quoted her today as saying she 
is sorry Arthur must die, and had 
hoped his sentence would be com- 
muted to life imprisonment, but will 
feel "freer when it is all over." 


"My joy," she Is quoted as saying, 


"will be unbounded." 
Mrs. Margaret Horton, the woman 


who was infatuated with Waite, has 
not been near him. in the year he has 
been in the death house. 
The murder of Waite's father-in-law. 


John E. Peck of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
and his mother-in-law, by poison and 
by the use of germs, came to light in 
the spring of last year. 
Mrs. Peck 


died January 20, 1916. Her husband's 
life ended March 12, 1916. Waite ad- 
mitted he planned to kili his wife 
also.SPREADS DEADLY GERMS. . 


Driven 
by 
a. desperate need of 


money to maintain himself ia luxuri- 
ous surroundings, Waite went about 
his poisonings methodically and with 
as deadly coolness as a Borgia might 
have manifested. His gay parties, his 
studio orgies, his nights of music and 
merriment 
were founded upon the 


agonies of his victims, slowly dying 
of arsenic poisoning 
and 
suffering 


from the ravages of baccili with which 
he inocculated them. 


Waite was determined to possess 


the Peck family fortune. He resided 
in magnificent apartments on River- 
side drive, spent his days on the ten- 
nis courts or motoring, loitered 
for 


hours in the sensuous splendor of his 
studio, and returned from his revels to 
prepare deadly cultures of germs, ad- 
ministered behind a mask of smiling 
solicitude. 


BLAMES STRANGE POWER. 
Waite blamed his deeds on a super- 
natural influence which he' called "the 
lllctli 11 uili 
J^£>PL. 
J.iilb llijbimioim 


force, he asserted, periodically took 
hold of his body and brain and forced 
them to do its bidding. He declared 
himself helpless when clutche'd by this 
intangible power. 


Overwhelmed by debts, he married 


Clara L. Peck, heiress, Sept.-9,".1915. 
in a. few weeks his plots materialized. 
His wife's mother became sick and 
died after a lingering- illness during 
which Waite slowly poisoned'her. He 
gloated at her bedside until the last, 
acting 
a. part of tender sympatfty, 


bringing flower^ and words" of cqm- 
fort. 
Arsenic caused Peck's death, 


under similar circumstances. As Peck 
grew weaker Waite obtained diph- 
theria and typhoid grerms, experiment- 
ing on cats, then infected the dying 
man.

BREAD PRICES 


Bread 
will 
continueto sell for 8 
cents a single loaf and 15 cents for 
two loaves, although the price of flour 
has declined 50 cents a barrel and 
though it should be further appre- 
ciably reduced, members of th« Ala- 
meda County Master Bakers' Associa- 
tion said today. They claim that un- 
less wheat drops to about $1.20 a 
bushel bakers will be unable to make 
a fair profit on bread at other than 
the present price of loaves. 
Not only do master bakers have to 
meet the higher cost of all the bread 
ingredients, but, starting this week, 
they are called upon to pay higher 
•wages to their help 
B»ginT!3i:;r Sat- 
urday bakers In Alameda county will 
receive an Increase of $3 a week, mak- 
ing their wages $24 Instead of as for- 
merly, $21 a week, while foremen 
bakers will be given from $27 to $30 
a T.-eatt. Tho —ages of drivers of 
bakers' Dragons -was also raised a -week 
ago from $21 to $25. 


Adolph Schwedhelm, president of 
the Alameda County Master Bakers' 
Association, declared that there was 
no Indication that the price of bread 
would be lowered in the near future. 
"If bakers received the full equiva- 
lent for -what they are paying out they 
would be getting 15 cents instead of 
8 cents for a loaf," said Robert Rob- 
ertson, another member -of the asso- 
ciation. "Before prices were raised 
flour was $5 and $6 a barrel, 'com- 
pound shortening* was1 6 cents a pound 
and sugar -was 3% and 4 cents. Xow 
bakers' flour goes as high as $15.20 
a barrel, shortening is 17 cents and 
sugar 7 and 8 cents."

FKASCE'S WAB AIMS. 


Premier Eibot of France yesterday spoke of 


peace aims and prerequisites; giving the view of 
the French government. He said: 


What France wishes is a durable peace, but 


xve do not wish military despotism to endure 
which can destroy this durable peace when it 
is once made. If the German people compre- 
hended this it \sould make peace easier to 
attain. 
And in speaking of the confusion that seems to 
si. in "thev Russian capital as to indemnities, Pre- 


mier Itibot declared that annexations and indem- 
nities must, not be confused with restoration,^ of 
lost^pi-ovinces and destroyed nations and fines for 
ravages in invaded -territory. 


This indemnity is a contribution which ista 


fine inflicted for wrong done. It is a require- 
ment which both law and equity demand. The 
same reparation should be required for all 
small nations "which have been crushed — for 


- Belgium, Serbia, Eumania and Montenegro. 


These statements go much further in indicating 


-?\e aims of France in this ~nar than any that nave 
Stoen vouchsafed concerning any belligerent, except 
the very simple definition by President Wilson of 
the object of American participation in the war. 
France- will call to its aid to defend the small 
nations "not vengeance, but justice." 


Premier- Ribot's statements, when analyzed, do 


not substantially differ from President Wilson's 


. BELGIAN BELIEF BY GOVERNMENT. 


The United States government has undertaken 


to finance the Belgian relief work and has set 
aside §75,000,000 for this purpose during the twelve 


g June 1st. Ja other words, it 


will give each month for Belgian relief the sum of 
$12,500,000. This is about the cost of supporting 
the Belgians in that little corner of their country 
over which they still hold sway and the refugees in 
Holland and England, and Mr. Hoover, the chair- 
man of the Belgian Belief Commission, has an- 
nounced that private contributions for this cause 
will not be accepted after June 1st. 


This is a step by the government which will re- 


ceive almost unanimous approval. The money will, 
be loaned the government of Belgium. If that coun- 
try is rescued from the Prussian invaders the loan 
will be repaid; if it is not the loan may be for- 
feited. But that financial feature does not matter. 


For nearly three years contributions from pri- 


vate citizens in the entente countries and the 
United States have provided such succor as it was 
possible to extend to a people either driven from 
their own ravished land or enslaved in their own 
homes. It is time the governments at war for a 
cause in which Belgium is a partner should take 
charge of the relief. It will relieve private citi- 
zens from this burden, giving them an opportunity 
to do so much more in other causes, and at the 
same time clothe Belgium with the dignity of help- 
ing itself by assuming a material obligation. This 
will please the heroic Belgians, as it does their 
friends.

lu a bulletin just issued, the California indus- 


trial accident commission claims that its attitude 
toward alien claimants of compensation has been 
misunderstood and misinterpreted.

sion points out that it has not denied compensation 
to any injiired worker on the ground of his being 
a subject of a country with which the United States 
is at war- It has riot raised this question and 
hopes that it will not be raised. 


T\vo good reasons are giveu for the view which 


1he industrial accident commission has taken. The 


_ first is that the matter of a special course toward 


alien residents ^ho have not renounced their alle- 
giance 10 a government at war with the United 
States i.s essentially a fedcial question. The State 
fchould not take any action without instruction 
from the government at Washington. Advice from 
the Department of Justice is to tbe effect that 
a bill has been drafted which will shortly be intro- 
duced in Congress and which will include regula 
tion of all trading with alien Enemies, including 
1hs right to receive workmen's compensation.

' San Francisco's Board of Education has resolved 


that the public schools of the trans-bay city have a 
course of study that is all wrong. It recommends 
a change. It wants some of the ''frills" eliminated 
and asserts that the ''elementary curriculum has no 
place for any technical type of work that antici- 
pates the man's vocation."

SOMEWHERE NEAR AMERICA.—On Friday, May 11,1 received permission to visit a fleet of United 


States warships* was told where to find it, Iww to reach it, and that until Thursday, the 24th of May, I must 
not convey to the newspapers which I represent any of the impressions that it should make upon me, nor 
all of the impressions until the end of the war. 


It may be of interest to the public to know thai the fleet which I visited is somewhere in American 


waters, and that, backed by the proper authority, it may be reached in several ways. More than this, I 
am not permitted to say, nor may I give the composition of the fleet, nor the names of the ships composing 
it, nor of any of the officers governing those ships. 


I must deal in impositives. If I saw faults or virtues I most not particularize. In short, I must tell 


about the fleet without telling about it, and give a general impression with most of the impressions left out.

Fli5*. they were taught how to load 
For this business a short dummy gun 
with a genuine brush, screw box and 
plug is provided. I am not now speaking 
of great turret guns, but of lesser guns, 
whose bark, however, is much higher- 
pitched and less tolerable to the ears, 
eyes, nose, spleen, liver, toes, spine and 
scalp.

has the highest muzzle velocity of any 
gun in the world, and much the most 
disagreeable -voice.

This Is how you load It. The plugman 


with his right hand swings a lever, the 
plus swings out of the breech or screw 
box, and to one side. With his left hand 
the plugman slips into Its chamber in 
the plug a primer (imagine a 44-callber 
blank" cartridge) to replace the exploded 
one which has been automatically ex- 
tracted.

a matter of seconds. In practice the shell 
and the powder bag (omission by cen- 
sor?) to keys the junction of two lines 
that cross each other at a right angle 
on the exact center of the bull's eye. A 
third pointer does the same thing with 
another pair of crossed lines, but the 
wheel elevates the muzzle of the gun end 
or depresses it.
